His breathine gradually grew 
more labored and the physicians announced 
that death was but a few hours away. 

Mr. Kurton’s life as an’ artist was the 
subject of an article in the Post-Dispatch 
a few weeks igo. His wife is 30 years his 
unior. She is an inmate of the Memorial 
lome. 

The aged man came to the United States 
in 1848 He says he was a protege of Sir 
(haries Levere, and it was through his in- 
fluence that Mr. Burton was admitted to 
the Royal Academy. 

His landscape drawings atracted wide at- 
tention in London and he says specimens 
of his handiwork now adorn the walls of 
the homes of England's nobility. 

He conducted a school of art In New 
York, in Chicago and in St. Louts. Ad- 
versity came with old age and his modest 
fortune disappeared and the aged couple 
begame the wards of Ppiscopal charity. 
Mr. Burton was afterwards admitted to 
the City Hospital. The publication in the 
Post-Dispatch, of his career, attracted the 
attention of Mrs. Emma Ganone of Ar- 
Jington, Ky., who came to visit him during 
the firet week in January. She said she 
was his daughter. The old man had not 
geen her for 2 years, but apparently rec- 
ognized her.

COMFORT AT LAST FOR HULL 


Declining Days of a Valiant Old 
Soldier Will Be Spent Under 
Uncle Sam’s Care. - 


Francis A. Hull, an aged and [nfirm M!s- 
sour! soldier, will leave St. Louls Wednes- 


day to enter the Soldiers’ Home in Danville. 
lll. The veteran has seen more than his 
-share of war, and tardy Justice is being 
done at this late day in sescuing him from 
a chariiy couch in the City Hospital. For 
two years he has been trying to enter the 
home for defenders of the Union and it was 
only Tuesday that Washington granted the 
man’s request. 

Hull was a cooper in Canton, Mo., when 
the civil was swept over the land. He was 
loyal to the general government and volun- 
teered as a private in the Twenty~<irst Mis- 
sourl, under Capt. Yust. He returned to 
Canton in 1968 with his discharge papers, 
still a private. 

In th iime he had‘ been away Hull had 
followed Grant at Fort Doneldson, assisted 
under Sherman in ne ae the rout of 
the Union army at the close of the first day 
at Shiloh, gone over the trenches at Cor- 
inth, helped to dig the famous canal at 
Vieksburg fought at Missionary Ridge, and 
in Gen. Sherman's subsequent battles {tn 
his campaign against Hood and his march 
to the sea. 

For three years af‘er the close of the war 
Tiull was in the unlform of a United Staies 
eoldier, chasing the small errilla bands in 
the mountains of the Carolinas and Tennes- 
Bee. He was wounded at Tupelo, Miss.. 
yen a piece of shell pierced his left shoul- 


er.

Bar Association Judge 
of the Second District 
livered an extraordinary 
evila existing under the 
laws governing St. Louis. 

The Judge's conclusions are hased upon 
practical knowledge of the workings of the 
two St. Louls Police Courts. He treated 
the subject of gambling in a new light. 
He declared this to be an evil which 
should be either licensed or totally sup- 
pressed As at present conducted he 
aserts it is virtually Licensed. The costs 
of court are mereiy assessed‘against the 
offender. A part of this sum !s pald into 
the police treasury, which he saye ap- 
pears to be the sole object of the raids. 
From machines he figures that St. Louis 
losea $400,000 annually. 

“At a modest estimate 9000 persons ap- 
pear each year to answer charges in the 
Second District Police Court, whose jur-s- 
diction covers all of the city north of 
Waehington avenue and Delmar boule- 
vard,”’ says the report. “ “Sixteen thou- 
sand cases annually in the two other 
police courts of ths city is also a moder- 
ate estimate. No other courts come into 
as frequent contact with so many of our 
cit.zens; perhaps no other courts react so 
directly onm the morals and safety of the 
city; and no other courts are so much 
subject to indifference and 
on the part of both laymen and lawyers. 
Discussin | 
to fines Judge Wislizenus says: 
largely police court offenses are committed 
by the idle and vicious, showing a set pur- 
pose to defy order and decency, or by men 
of ordinarily good character, through care- 
jesaness or momentary lack of seif-control, 
There its, however, no difference itn the pun- 
ishment. In either case the offender, if 
he has not, at the t:me sentence Is imposed, 
the amount of the tine :n his pocket, must 
in the ordinary course of affairs go to the 
Workhouse. 

“In fact, though not in theory, the Work- 
house is intended only for criminals. and 
6emi-crimina a. To send an honest man 
to the Workhouse to consort with outcasts, 
because he does not happen to have the 
amount of a fine in his pocket (even though 
the man is gulity of viviating an ordinance) 
is an excessive puniehment for the person 
concerned and an uldtimate harm to the com- 
munity. In such cases the usual police 
court practice is to stay the fine on good 
behavior. The objection to this, however, 
is that It makes good character a free war- 
rant for occasional miebehavior, and thus 
the law loses much of its restraining force. 

“In England police mag.strates may, on 
proper showing, grant an offender a term 
within which to pay a fine, and I under- 
stand the sysiem works satisfactori.y.”
